Cash to Solve 
Triple Problem

— Money is 
just about all it would take to solve 
Missouri’s triple school problem of 
increasing 
enrollment, 
crowded 
classrooms and too few teachers, 
the new president of the Missouri 
State Teachers Assn. said today. 
Harold L. Lickey of Marshall, 
spoke at the association’s 92nd an­ 
nual convention now in its second 
day. 
“ Tf we had the morjey to build 
buildings, train teachers and pay 
them salaries that could compete | 
on the open m arket with other pro- j 
fessions and with industry, t h e | 
whole problem could be largely 
solved,” Lickey asserted. 
31st in State Aid 
He noted that Missouri ranks 31st 
nationally in the amount of state 
aid per pupil and 34th iin teachers 
salaries, although the state holds 
17th place in wealth per pupil. 
Lickey commented: 
“ When the state has above-aver­ 
age financial capacity it is delin­ 
quent in giving less than average 
support to its schools and can only 
face the fact it is short-changing 
its dearest resourcits future cit­ 
izens.” 
He reminded his listeners that a 
legislative committee is now work­ 
ing on proposals for increased state 
aid to schools and added: 
“ Our Legislature at its last reg­ 
ular session has demonstrated its 
sincere interest in helping the situ­ 
ation. We hope the governor will 
catch some of the same spirit.” 
Gov. Donnelly last year vetoed 
a $9,250,000 supplemental school ap­ 
propriation. 
A joint legislative committee un­ 
der Chairman C. R 
H a w k i n s , 
Brumley Republican, has voted to 
recommend an 18 miillion dollar in­ 
crease in school funds. The state 
senator addressed the teachers yes­ 
terday. 
Lickey said Missouri has 21.500 
more school children this year than 
last, and 5.227 classrooms ‘with 
more than 35 pupils and some with 
as m any as 67.” 
* 
Lack Bonding Capacity 
He declared that some commu­ 
nities lack bonding capacity to 
build additional classrooms, forc­ 
ing children to meet in garages, 
church basements, unused homes 
and under similar makeshift ar­ 
rangements. 
Each year 800 more teachers arc 
needed but this year, even with 
doubling up. there were 318 unfilled 
positions in 24 schools when the 
school term started, Lickey said.

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This is going to be a frankly blunt discussion about 
bastards so, with that advance warning-, all you good 
people who haven’t the intestinal fortitude to face a dis­ 
agreeable subject can run away and in the solitude of 
your own little ivory towers can delude yourselves into 
thinking this growing, festering sore on our economy 
just doesn’t exist. 
But for you folks who can look at a nasty subject 
and support a campaign to try and do something about 
it have a listen: 
In the first place The Standard has nothing to say 
as to the morals of the problem but bases its attack sole­ 
ly from the angle that the people of Missouri are being 
victimized by as vicious and repulsive a racket as could 
be imagined. 
One of the ten great Commandments is “Thou shalt 
not commit adultery” and the sovereign State of Mis­ 
souri apparently has revised that injunction by adding 
“but when you do we’ll pay you 25 bucks (or there­ 
abouts) for every human life you illicitly smuggle into 
existence without benefit of clergy or namable father. 
In Missouri (and in other states as well) we have 
the peculiar spectacle of a State providing punishment 
for adultery and, at the same time, promising a benefit 
if adultery is indulged in and births result. It would be 
funny if it weren’t for its far reaching effects. 
Let’s just take a look at some figures that directly 
effect Scott county. 
During the month of October State and Federal mon­ 
ey to the amount of $16,548.00 was paid out in ADC to 
253 families with 672 children—an average of $24.63 
per child. So far, so good but— 
Welfare workers who should, and do know, what they 
are talking about, will tell you that about one-fourth of 
these 672 children are illegitimate—the bastards that 
we are talking about. 
This means that mothers of 168 illegitimate children, 
in Scott county last month, received $4,139.84 in reward 
for their flouting of conventions and indulging in illicit 
romances. In just one year, if this figure is considered 
as average, there will be a total of $49,678.08 shelled out 
to these feminine racketeers but that does not end 
the cost to the taxpayers. 
The law says that every child must be educated and 
so the school systems of Scott county will be required to 
give these children an education at a cost per child of 
approximately $225 per year. Consequently those 168 
bastards cost the taxpayers another $37,800 a year. 
Added to the ADC this adds up to $87,478.00 per year 
for this choice collection of humanity. 
If one goes on and figures up what this means for 
the 16 year period in which the state generously sup­ 
ports the child, or rather gives mama the money to 
support it with, the figure mounts to the startling sum 
of $1,399,648.00 but that is still not the sum total of 
what these subsidized illegitimates cost the taxpayers 
because the above figures are based on what is taking 
place and will take place in just Scott county alone! 
In addition to these figures one must also add in 
such items as help from other charity organizations for 
it is a proven fact that women who bring illegitimate 
children into the world seldom devote the money 
given them for their transgressions to taking care of the 
youngsters but use it for themselves and run to the 
welfare agencies for the necessities of life — food, 
clothing and shelter. 
What can he done to stop this increasing population 
of bastards? Probably nothing at all but The Standard 
does believe a way might be found to cool off the ardor 
of these unwed mamas for public funds. If the authori­ 
ties would crack down and, using the very fact of a 
fatherless baby as prima facie evidence that adultery has 
been committed, toss mama into jail and give the child 
to a state institution to bring up and, at the same time, 
give that institution the money that now goes to 
mama, The Standard has a hunch that maybe a lot of 
females would not be so eager to bring the youngsters 
into t he world—at least mama would be out of circulation 
awhile and that might slow up the wheels of progress 
some. 
With the knowledge that they are not going to get 
their hands on the money themselves it is probable many 
of these women would decide the game wasn’t worth 
the candle and might, just might, possibly behave them ­ 
selves. 
The Standard notes, with approval, th at the Sikeston 
Chamber of Commerce has requested the State Chamber 
of Commerce to put the question of illegitimate births 
on the agenda for discussion at the Legislative Clinic in 
Cape Girardeau next Tuesday night and commends Sen­ 
ators Albert M. Spradling and J. F. “Pat” Patterson for 
their prompt agreement to support any campaign look­ 
ing toward remedying a situation that stinks to high 
heaven.

While House Says 
Call in Line Wilh 
President's Policy 
WASHINGTON 
(JP ) — President 
Eisenhower today invited Repub­ 
lican and Democratic congression­ 
al leaders to a White House brief­ 
ing on foreign affairs Nov. 17. 
The White House said the ses­ 
sion is being called “in line with 
the president’s established policy 
of keeping the leaders of both par­ 
ties fully advised on foreign re­ 
lations.” 
The meeting will take place with 
Republicans still in control of Con­ 
gress, 
but 
with

Democrats 
ready to take over when the 84th 
Congress convenes in January. 
Bipartisan consultation on for­ 
eign policy has been undertaken 
periodically during the first two 
years of the Eisenhower adminis­ 
tration. But the President’s call 
for the meeting on Nov. 17 seemed 
to underscore his stated desire to 
cooperate in every way possible 
with the new Democratic leader­ 
ship. 
Intends to Consult 
Eisenhower said at his news con­ 
ference Wednesday that he in­ 
tends to consult w'ith the Demo­ 
crats on both foreign and domes­ 
tic matters. 
Sen. Knowland (R-Calif.) had 
pictured Eisenhower as eager to 
establish “close cordial and con­ 
structive” relations w'ith the new 
Democratic 
leadership 
in

gress. 
The Californian, Senate Repub­ 
lican leader, had breakfast with 
Eisenhower and outlined the Pres­ 
ident’s stand to newsmen after­ 
ward.

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This is going to be a frankly blunt discussion about 
bastards so, with that advance warning, all you good 
people who haven’t the intestinal fortitude to face a dis­ 
agreeable subject can run away and in the solitude of 
your own little ivory towers can delude yourselves into 
thinking this growing, festering sore on our economy 
just doesn’t exist. 
But for you folks who can look at a nasty subject 
and support a campaign to try and do something about 
it have a listen: 
In the first place The Standard has nothing to say 
as to the morals of the problem but bases its attack sole­ 
ly from the angle that the people of Missouri are being 
victimized by as vicious and repulsive a racket as could 
be imagined. 
One of the ten great Commandments is “Thou shalt 
not commit adultery” and the sovereign State of Mis­ 
souri apparently has revised that injunction by adding 
“but when you do we’ll pay you 25 bucks (or there­ 
abouts) for every human life you illicitly smuggle into 
existence without benefit of clergy or namable father. 
In Missouri (and in other states as well) we have 
the peculiar spectacle of a State providing punishment 
for adultery and, at the same time, promising a benefit 
if adultery is indulged in and births result. It would be 
funny if it weren’t for its far reaching effects. 
Let’s just take a look at some figures that directly 
effect Scott county. 
During the month of October State and Federal mon­ 
ey to the amount of $16,548.00 was paid out in ADC to 
253 families with 672 children—an average of $24.63 
per child. So far. so good but— 
Welfare workers who should, and do know, what they 
are talking about, will tell you that about one-fourth of 
these 672 children are illegitimate—the bastards that 
we are talking about. 
This means that mothers of 168 illegitimate children, 
in Scott county last month, received $4,139.84 in reward 
for their flouting of conventions and indulging in illicit 
romances. In just one year, if this figure is considered 
as average, there will be a total of $49,678.08 sheikh out 
to these feminine racketeers but that does not end 
the cost to the taxpayers. 
The law says that every child must be educated and 
so the school systems of Scott county will be required to 
give these children an education at a cost per child of 
approximately $225 per year. Consequently those 168 
bastards cost the taxpayers another $37,800 a year. 
Added to the ADC this adds up to $87,478.00 per year 
for this choice collection of humanity. 
If one goes on and figures up what this means for 
the 16 year period in which the state generously sup­ 
ports the child, or rather gives mama the money to 
support it with, the figure mounts to the startling sum 
of $1,399,648.00 but that is still not the sum total of 
what these subsidized illegitimates cost the taxpayers 
because the above figures are based on what is taking 
place and will take place in just Scott county alone! 
In addition to these figures one must also add in 
such items as help from other charity organizations for 
it is a proven fact that women who bring illegitimate 
children into the world seldom devote the money 
given them for their transgressions to taking care of the 
youngsters but use it for themselves and run to the 
welfare agencies for the necessities of life — food, 
clothing and shelter. 
What can be done to stop this increasing population 
of bastards? Probably nothing at all but The Standard 
does believe a w'ay might be found to cool off the ardor 
of these unwed mamas for public funds. If the authori­ 
ties would crack down and, using the very fact of a 
fatherless baby as prima facie evidence that adultery has 
been committed, toss mama into jail and give the child 
to a state institution to bring up and, at the same time, 
give that institution the money that now goes to 
mama. The Standard has a hunch that maybe a lot of 
females would not be so eager to bring the youngsters 
into the world—at least mama w ould be out of circulation 
awhile and that might slow up the wheels of progress 
some. 
With the knowledge that they are not going to get 
their hands on the money themselves it is probable many 
of these women would decide the game wasn’t worth 
the candle and might, just might, possibly behave them­ 
selves. 
The Standard notes, with approval, that the Sikeston 
Chamber of Commerce has requested the State Chamber 
of Commerce to put the question of illegitimate births 
on the agenda for discussion at the legislative Clinic in 
Cape Girardeau next Tuesday night and commends Sen­ 
ators Albert M. Spradling and J. F. “Pat” Patterson for 
their prompt agreement to support any campaign look­ 
ing toward remedying a situation that stinks to high 
heaven.

Bipartisan consultation on for­ 
eign policy has been undertaken 
periodically during the first two 
years of the Eisenhower adm inis­ 
tration. But the President’s call 
for the meeting on Nov. 17 seemed 
to underscore his stated desire to 
cooperate in every way possible 
with the new Democratic leader­ 
ship. 
Intends to Consult 
Eisenhower said at his news con­ 
ference Wednesday that he in­ 
tends to consult with the Demo­ 
crats on both foreign and domes­ 
tic matters. 
Sen. Knowland (R-Calif.) had 
pictured Eisenhower as eager to 
establish “close cordial and con­ 
structive” relations with the new 
Democratic 
leadership 
in 
Con­ 
gress. 
The Californian, Senate Repub­ 
lican leader, had breakfast with 
Eisenhower and outlined the Pres­ 
ident’s stand to newsmen after­ 
ward. 
Sen. Lyndon B. Johnson 
(D - 
Tex.), slated to step up in the new 
session to Knowland’s present po­ 
sition as majority leader, already 
had promised to meet the Presi­ 
dent “more than half w ay” in 
tackling the nation’s problems. 
Knowland said the chief execu­ 
tive wants good relations with the

The President told his news con­
